Preliminary Comments 


a. [~The Chairman noted that three DCIDs prepared 
by the Committee had been approved at the 6 June 1978 NFIB 
meeting. (Copies of DCIDs 1/16, 1/19, and 1/20 were pro- 
vided Committee members at the Close of the meeting.) 

Mr. Gambino summarized the NFIB discussion on personnel 
security considerations in connection with the revision of 
DCID 1/16. He noted in this context that the Deputy Director 
of Central Intelligence, who chaired the NFIB meeting, had 
directed preparation of a letter to the Secretary of Defense 
describing the need for thorough personnel security investi- 
gations on persons accessing ADP systems processing SCI, and 
soliciting the Secretary's assistance in ensuring that suf- 
ficient resources were provided to conduct investigations 
adequate to meet Military Service needs. With regard to 

DCID 1/20 on travel security policy, Mr. Gambino said member 
agencies needed to be very responsive to changed circumstances 
and new threats affecting traveling or assigned personnel. 

The Chairman informed that NFIB adopted DCID 1/20 as minimum 
Standards and had provided that agencies which used a different 
criteria were to report the criteria to the Committee. He 
added that the list of countries to which the DCID applied 
must be kept up to date through regular reviews and that 

the Committee was expected to do such reviews. 


b. [| The Chairman noted that the Committee staff 
planned to discuss criteria for identifying sensitive national 
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security information with Mr. Walter Henderson in Defense, 
whose involvement in this matter had been briefed to the 
Committee by the Army member at the May meeting. 


c. [__] The Chairman asked that members who had 
not already done so provide early responses to a request 
for Community approval for the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
to disseminate a classified study to third agencies. 


: The Chairman noted that Congressional 
approval for Intelligence Community Staff transfers was 
still pending, and that the Committee staff would remain 
divided between downtown and CIA Headquarters for the time 
being. He reminded members that the correct telephone 
number for the Headquarters staff office was yl 


e. [_ At the Chairman's request, Mr. Grigalus, 
FBI, introduced Mr. Donald Perrine as an alternate member 
for the Bureau. Mr. Grigalus advised that Mr. Perrine 
handles actions bearing on litigation seeking access to 
classified FBI files. He invited members to contact 

Mr. Perrine for information on such matters and on any 
problems they had involving the FBI's portion of National 
Agency checks. 


f. [_.__] In response to a proposal by the Committee 
staff, the NSA representative agreed to provide his agency's 
comments on the Air Force request regarding provision of 
intelligence information to a contractor (see Item 4 of 
24 May 1978 minutes, SECOM-M-212).

He advised the members that the 6 June NFIB discussion of 
DCID 1/16 had taken note of the fact that the new policy would 
require new SCI access approvals.
